frequent, as the population of America 
has increased, and every day swells 
the accounts of those who seek some 
new and novel method of taking their 
own lives. In fact, so frequent have 
suicides become that unless some 
new, strange arid startling method is 
developed, no notiqe is taken of the 
suicide outside 
of 
Ihe immediate 


neighborhood in,which it occurs, We 
have at hand the statistics of suicides 
in the "UnitedStates for the months of 
March, April and May of Ihis year. 
The whole number given i for the three 
months is 423—Marchj -iGp; April, 
x^5, and May,,129.

324 ,w.ere .males, 99 were females. 
280 suicides were committed, by day- 
light) and 173 by night.' 165 of the 
parties shot themselves,'95' poisoned 
themselves, 76 hanged themselves, 27 
cut their throats, and 18 took to the 
water. ^ Ot Ihe men, 123 were,bache- 
lors, 108 husbands,,17 were widowers, 
and • 6 were divorced men, Of the 
women, there were 39 
wives, 22 


maids, 9 widows, and 4 divorced wo- 
men. 32 wore assigned to business 
trouble, 13 to chagrin at parental dis- 
cipline, 28 to destitution, 32 to dissi- 
pation, 34 to family trouble, 12 to' 
grief, 83 to insanity, 21 to love trouble, 
51 to sickness, anil"10 to pilhishm'cht 
undergone or Ihrcalened. Ohio led;

And such, indeed, is the cast*,

and fishes, we find creatuies which so 
closely resemble the true trichina; 
thai they have often been described as 
such, and have led lo vain speculations 
as lo the origin of the parasite we so 
much dread.

Glazier, recently published, we 
an interesting summary of the 
bearing upon the subject as they arc 
now understood.

Of 87 cases recorded as occurring ift 
the Uniled Status between 1864 *11^ 
1880, 21 ,cases, or more than one- 
fourth part, were, fatal, 
These figures, 


however, give us only a general no- 
tion, and I doubt if trichinosis is really 
more fatal in this country than in 
others. Tho Gorman physicians are, 
J believe, much more on the lookout 
for this disease than ours, and hence 
arc able to report a larger number of 
minor cases. But, at all ovcnis, iho 
figures show Ibat life is not to be de- 
spaired of when symptoms of trichin- 
osis show themselves, 
Furthermore, 


it is probable that very many persons 
carry d few trichinrc in their muscles 
inrough life without suffering incon- 
venience, 


The great problem, of course, is

trus ovis) which lays its eggs in the 
nostrils of the sheep, The fact is, 
however, that losses of sheep from 'the! 
presence of hydatids iri the brain arc 
lo be — like so many other injuries in- 
flicted upon wool growers by lhat Al- 
most useless animal — ascribed lo thd 
dog. 


In July and August the sheep gad 


Uy deposits her eggs in the nostrils of

ir.moly, of reading signs. I counted 
no less than 050 upon which Jewish 
n times were painted. 
Those names 


represented almost every kind of whole- 
sale nnd jobbing trade located on tho 
groat nrtory. The millinery, clothing, 
lint, cnp.M, nnd fur trade predominated, 
I also found many retailors of Jewish 
nationality, In ono blotik 1 found only 
ono Christian linn.

only in a lessor dogroo, among bankers
